We now have our very own Lisa 
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You, the taxpayer, should 
read very carefully the "Privacy 
Act Notice" that appears on page 
3 of the 1040 tax return instruc- 
tional booklet. You will note 
that preparers are warned that 
the Internal Revenue Service may 
turn over the information supe. 
plied, to the Department of Jus- 
tice, if they need it for a law- 
suit, as well as to a whole list 
of other agencies. 

In view of this warning, you 
Should ask, “Am I legally re- 
quired to supply the Department 
of Justice (and other enumerated 
goannas with information of 
this kind to be used against me?" 
The answer, of course, is "No." 
An American cannot be compelled 
to be a witness against himself.- 
that is, if the Bill of Rights is 
still in effect. 

Americans are deceiving 
themselves if SAA think the in- 
formation on a 1040 is merely for 
the purpose of substantiating 
one's tax liability. A 1040 se- 
duces the unwary American into 
waivine a fifth admendment right 
and becoming a witness against 
himself. As further proof you 
should refer to Para. 242.15 of 
the IRS's General Investirative 
Frocedural Manual, captioned, 
"Waiver of Constitutional Rights" 


Which states "I'he privilere a- 
fFainst self-incrimination must 
be specifically claimed or will 
be considered to have been 
waived." 

Based on this disclosure, 
Americans are not required to 
waive constitutional risehts in 
order to accommodate politi- 
cians bent on squeezing tax 
revenues from them. So what 
Should a citizen do who wishes 
to preserve his constitutional 
rights? I surgest that one go 
to the nearest IRS office and 
request to have the Frivacy Act 
warning explained. Ask the IRS 
arent (ana be sure to write his 
name down for future reference) 
if information Supplied on the 
1040 can be used against you. 
And ask the acent, “if I fill 
out a tax return as surgested, 
will I surrender any of my con- 
stitutional rights?" If the ae 
rent is truthful he will answer 
"Yes" to both questions. 

Then ask the arent what 
constitutional rights you would 
be surrendering if you complete 
the 1040 accordinge to their in- 
structional manual. tle will 
have to answer "Your fifth ad- 
mendment right, which protects 
you from being compelled to 
heinse a witness against your- 


self." You mirht also ask the 
IRS arent if you are legally 
required to surrender any rights 
secured to you by the Constitu- 
tion. Again if he is truthful, 
he will have to answer "No." 

After explaining to the a- 
rent that while you wish to pay 
taxes according to the law, you 
do not wish to surrender any of 
the rights or privileres se- 
cured to you by the Constitu- 
tion. Ask to be shown how to 
complete a 1040 which conforms 
to tax law but preserves for 
you all of your constitutional 
rights. I surgest that if the 
IRS arent cannot or will not 
Show you how you how to come 
Plete a 1040 which does not 
compel you to surrender any of 
your constitutional rights, 
after you have specifically 
requested that this be done, 
then you are under no legal 
obliration to supply the Gov- 
ernment with any tax data at 
all.
